3.  Follow  the  prescribed  .form  of  the

4.  Attend  the  devotions  on  nine  consecu¬ 
tive  days  of  the  Novena. 

5.  Receive  Holy  Communion  as  often  as 
possible. 

6.  Pray  for  the  intention  of  the  Sovereign 
Pontiff. 

7.  Make  Acts  of  Submission  to  God’s  Holy 
Will. 

8.  Give  alms,  according  to  your  means,  to 
the  poor. 

9.  In  all  your  works,  exercise  the  Christian 
virtue  of  Charity.
